Prize-Winning Poultry. 


CoALDAiE, January 81.— The cry of 


'Fire!" rang out in Ooaldale about 7 
o'clock Monday evening, January 18. 
A bright light near the eastern end of 
the borough of Coaldale, more gener- 
ally known by its postoffice name, 
Six Mile Run, revealed a fire in the 
large store room owned by Samuel 
Buckley and occupied by Shapiro and 
Wender.who had a large stock of cloth- 
ing, boots, shoes, gents' furnishing 
goods, etc 


A defective lamp caused the fire and 


besides 
the lady clerk, Mils Lizzie 


Allen, and the two young male clerk- 
James Figard, 
Robert O'Neal and 


George W. Robinson were in the build- 
ing. These three latter made heroic 
efforts to extinguish the flames and 
soma one kicked the lamp where it lay 
in the burning oil after it fell from the 
ceiling onto the floor, sending it back 
to the far end of the building near an 
oil can. The two male clerks became 
frightened and rushed out of the store, 
locking the door after them — Miss 
Allen having previously made her 
escape—imprisoning 
Figard, 
O'Neal 


and Robinson in the building Robinson 
seized a lot of blankets and had the 
fire where the lamp had fallen nearly 
extinguished when the lamp lying at 
the far end of the room exploded, 
scattering smoke and flame through 
the room, when our heroes burst 
through the glass front to the street, 
and soon the whole building was 
aflame, the clothing.blankets, mnslins, 
&a., burning like tinder. In the mean- 
time a large crowd had gathered and 
went earnestly to work removing the 
goods from the dwelling of William 
Buckley, which formed a part of the 
store building. 
Most of the goods 


were gotten out except some clothir 
upstairs, which was burned, and also 
20 flae chickens located a distance 
back^om the dwelling. The dwelling 
of James S. Mclntyre was frequently 
on fire, but with the aid of water from 
a hose attached to the pump the build- 
ing was saved. Not so fortunate was 
Mrs. Catharine Lewis, a widow, who 
owned and cceupied the bniidmg im- 
mediately west of the Buckley dwell- 
ing. While the latter was burning t'ae^ 
contents of Mrs Lawis' dwelling had 
been carried into the street and every 
effort made to save it, but when it was 
seen that it, too, must go axes were 
called for and Gilbert Mclntyre, a 
merchant near the fire, furnished the 
half dozen he had and John C. Nichol- 
son furnished fifteen and the house 
was literally chopped off its founda- 
tion. 


Men and boys with buckets, wash 


boilers, tubs, kettles, etc., 
worked 


heroically, while others carried to the 
burning buildings about three tons of 
salt furnished by Gilbert Melntyre 
and a half ton or so each furnished by 
John C Nicholson, Cutehall and Gat.'S 
Bros and Barton Brothers, and the 
further progress of the fire was arrest- 
ed.

village of Bedford, Pa., on October 19, 
1794; 
for everybody knew that General 


Washington might be expected to ar- 
rive before nightfall, and would prob- 
ably remain several days, planning 
the campaign against the moonshiners. 


For these were the days of the whis- 


ky insurrection, when the illegal dis- 
tillers in western Pennsylvania had 
become so numerous and so daring as 
to organize a large armed force, bid- 
ding defiance to the revenue officers 
and small bodies of troops sent out 
against Item. Repeated warnings from 
the government had only stimulated 
them to a more .determined resistance, 
until the lawlessness assumed such 
proportions that President Washing- 
ton, then in his second term, called 
cut the militia of New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Ma'yland and Virginia to 
quell theirsurgents. 


Generals Morgan and Sonth ccm 


manded the Virginia and Maryland 
troops, which constituted the "left 
wing," their rendezvous being at 
Cum- 


berland; the New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania troops, commanded by Gover- 
nors Mifflin and Howell, constitute 
the "right wing," with their rendez- 
vous at Carlisle; and General L»e, Com- 
mander-in-chief of the expedition, had 
his headquarters at Bedford.

eral Knox, secretary of war, and by 
Gen. Alexander Hamilton, secretary rl 
the treasury, with an appropriate es- 
cort, were then visiting the encamp- 
ments in turn, traversing the great 
military road which had been built 
in 1758 through Pennsylvania to Ft.

WASHINGTON, January 19.—A recent 


event cf great interest to Democrats 
was the meeting of the Democratic 
national committee in Washington and 
the selection of St, Louis as the place 
for holding the national convention.

It repeals all taxes 


and restrictions on free and unlimited 
trade in leaf tobacco ard permits any- 
body, anywhere, to buy and sell it in 
any quantity. It provides also tha. a 
grower may stem and twist and sell 
his own crop without tax or license, or 
deliver it to another person to sell for 
him. The heavy tax on leaf tobacao 
(six cents) and the rigid and exactirg 
requirements of the law regulating its 
manufacture have given the tobacco 
trust complete control of tobacco and 
growers are complaining everywhere 
that they 
are not allowed a living 


price for growing it. Mr. Gainas hss 
gone laboriously through the history 
of tobacco tax legislation and found 
that at its inception it was distinctly 
and repeatedly stated that it was only 
a war measure and would be remittpd 
when the war necessities subsided. All 
of those war measures have been re- 
mitted except this burden on tobacco 
growers.

This father could 
not have fared worse in this country a 
century tgo, yet thcs'. were, the days 
of ferry boa'-s and stage Caches an< 
baud tools. Neither has the cspitalis 
absorbed a larger share of th's increas 
ed production. As a matter of fact, 
the rate of interest has gone down, 
and the capitalist, as capitalist, gets 
less than ever before.

est and wages have stood still, rents 
have gone up. On the great average, 
wages and interest remain on a dead 
level, but rents shoot skyward.

But this generation, before it 
pays interest on capital or wages to 
labor, must pay the Astors a tribute 
of hundreds of millions.

MUSCOVY DUCKS. 


tn What Re»pect» They Differ From 


Other Domestic Varieties 


South America is the native home of 


the Muscovy ducks 
They ate lound 


largely m Gulani, Brazil and adjoining 
equatorial countries 
In their native 


state they are a wild variety and, while 
a duck, are decidedly different from 
any other domesticated 01 wild variety 
known to man 
A peculiar feature of 


the Muscovy is that it never quacks 
like all otter ducks The diakes are at 
some seasons of the year very pugna 
uoiis, especially at laying time, and 
will battle vigorously among them 
selves 
Other domestic varieties stand 


no show whatever with a Muscovy In 
a test of strength and endurance qual 
ities1 he standard of perfection iecognlze3 
two vaneties of the Muscovy—the col 
ored and white 
There is practically 


no difference except In colot 
The 


drakes aie large, nearly double the size 
of the ducks, and often weigh nine or 
eleven pounds each, aie large In fiame 
long in body and broad acioss the back 
are shorter in shank with broad web 
feet with long hay.klike claws and aie 
the most powerful of any variety of the 
iluck family 
The wings aie of eood 


length, -very compact and are the chief 
means of battle and defense striking 
sledge hammer blows at a surprising 
rapidity During the autumn and spring 
we rind it ntccss 117 to wing both males 
and females, as they delight to fiy all 
over the farm and also adjoining farms 
simply for exeicise 
This is easily ac 


comphshed by cutting oft the end of 
seven flights of one primary 
They aie 


not a migratorv bird find fly simply as 
a means of transit about tlieir home 
surroundings 


They aie largely bred at the present 


time nearly all over the civilized world.
